Wilson w a s t h e sole and only speak­ 
er on the program. T h e meeting w a s 
presided over by R. A. Welch, one­

city 
councilman, w h o resigned 
from that position, and t h e m a n w h o 
has belonged to many political 
par­ 
ties, but who, unfortunately, h a s never 
been on the winning side. 
The chair­ 
man w a s brief, Introducing t h e speak­ 
er in a stage whisper. 
On the stage 
w e r e Captain J. E. Meginn and other 
members of the Commercial Club, un­ 
der whose auspices t"e meeting waa 
held. 


Wilson w a s quieter and more care­ 
ful In his utterances than at the meet­ 
ing of t h e previous w e e k 
when he" 
created such a sensation. 
But he w a s 
flat-footed In saying that t h e c l u b . w a s 
going to recall t h e Justice of the 
peace. 
H e made some stinging ref­ 
erences to t 
n e poor street-lights In 
Covina, and created 
uproarioue ap­ 
plause when he aald that Covina, be­ 
cause of its population of barely t w o 
thousand people, had more policeman 
per capita than N e w York city or any 
city in the world.

As you go into Los AngeleB from 
Covina these days, take notice of the 
long line of box cars on the siding 
of the Southern Pacific 
at 
Baldwin 
Park. 
They are being loaded with po­ 
tatoes. 


Two 
years ago, one man, whose 
name is J. Chevelier, made a net pro­ 
fit of $30,000 out of potatoes on 110 
acres of land. 
There were plenty of 
cases that year where men who had 
a much smaller number of acres in 
potatoes, made enough to 
pay 
for 
their land and the improvements of 
small cottage houses and buildings. 
Not so much money waB made in po­ 
tatoes the year following, but It has 
been demonstrated that 
potato-grow­ 
ing In Baldwin Park is a big thing. 
This year, the San Gabriel Valley Po­ 
tato Growers' Association will 
take 
150 carloads of potatoes from Baldwin 
Park alone, to say nothing of the po­ 
tatoes growing south of this place, 
which will be sent out, a good many 
of them over the main line of the 
Southern Pacific at Puente. 


WHAT MADE IT POSSIBLE? 


This same land used to grow about 
six sacks of wheat to the acre, under 
dry farming methods. 
Thei;e was a 
time, not seven years ago, when one 
store and several small houses was 
all there was of Baldwin Park, and 
the sparsely-growing 
grain and hay 
surrounded those buildings as far as 
the eye could see or imagine, across 
the "Lucky" Baldwin plains. 


But a few adventurous spirits dis­ 
covered that water could be raised 
with the machinery which was just 
at that time being invented for deep- 
well pumping. 
They found that the 
centrifugal and the turbine, would litt 
the water from the great, 
subterra­ 
nean lake that lay in the gravel strata 
all under that immense grain ranch. 
A few wells were put down, and a 
patch of green resulted, a veritable 
oasis in a land of burnt umber colors, 
of browning grasses, and Bplrals of 
wind-blown dust. 
The land changed 
as If under a magician's wand. 
The 
wizard was man, and the wand was 
water. 


Today, when you are 
sitting 
In 
some man's office in this thriving lit­ 
tle community of Baldwin Park, you 
may hear something that sounds as 
if half a dozen clocks were ticking in 
the next room. 
If you are an old- 
timer you will know that this sound 
is the regular exhaust from gas en­ 
gines, perhaps a mile away across the 
potato fields, gas engines that work 
steadily and all alone, through the 
long, 
warm 
days, 
raising the life- 
blood of the land to run between the 
rows of potatoes, to flood the alfalfa, 
to soak the earth for ten feet down 
around the 
orange 
and 
deciduous 
trees, to rejuvenate the hundreds of 
acres of strawberries, to ripen the 
sweet potatoes, to give life to the fig- 
tree and the vine, to bring along the 
young Mexican avocado trees, and, In 
fact—to make this great, sun-flooded 
plain a paradise of green and grow­ 
ing things—waving, luxuriant 
alfalfa 
that the eye rests upon 
gratefully, 
and the whole wonderful 
transforma­ 
tion that is possible everywhere In 
the valley where King Water comes 
in and takeB command. 


Raising water to t'«e surface of the 
ground, is the whole story of the be­ 
ginning of success. The land is light, 
of a sandy-loam nature, and It grows 
readily anything that grows elsewhere 
in California, if you get the water on 
It. Seven years ago there were a half- 
dozen wells In the community, most 
of these being wells for domestic pur­ 
poses. 
Today there are two hundred 
wells where Irrigating water Is being 
pumped, and these wells are produc­ 
ing anywhere from twenty-five Cali­ 
fornia miner's Inches, up to 350 min­ 
er's Inches. 
The great Covina Irri­ 
gating Company battery of wells, res­ 
ervoir and steam 
plant, where 600 
miner's Inches Is being taken 
from 
two wells—this pjant 1B within a half- 
mile of the Baldwin Park post office. 
And the Walker well that supplies the 
community with domestic water, and 
the Kauffman well that raises water 
for 
a 
cooperative 
company 
of 
ranchers, are wells of the typical kind 
that 
makes 
just the difference be­ 
tween 
success and failure, 
between 
poverty and profit. 
On the south of 
Baldwin Park is another great wator- 
j lifting plant, the 1 ^ Puente Coopera- 
i tive 
Water 
Company, 
pumping 900 
California 
miner's inches and water­ 
ing a large portion of the acreage 


growing potatoes, and alfalfa. 
It also 
waters the big tract of four thousand j 
acres of young English wajnuts, a j 
mile Bouth of Baldwin Park, that are 
eight years old now, and Just begin­ 
ning to show profits to the rancher. 
This Is destined to be one of the fin­ 
est English walnut 
districts In the 
world. 


COUNTRY AND COMMUNITY. 
First, the country was made profit­ 
able for the raising of citrus, decid­ 
uous fruits and vegetables—then came 
the 
flourishing 
little community that 
is bisected by one of the county bou­ 
levards of crushed rock and macadam, 
and also by ttie Pacific Electric rail­ 
road out of Los Angeles. 


i r o m a place where there was one 
store and several 
small 
dwelling 
house*, the community of 
Baldwin 
Park has grown to contain the largest 
department store in the upper San 
Gabriel valley, operated by P. H. Mc­ 
Donald; 
also a thriving, busy 
cash 
store, whose proprietor is C. L. Hol- 
lingsworth; two meat markets, a res­ 
taurant, lumber yard, hay, feed and 
fuel, business, 
garage, 
drug 
store, 
cement pipe works, racket store, bar­ 
ber shop, big social and dancing audi­ 
torium and roof garden. 


In the case of Mr. Holllngsworth, we 
find a man who not only runs his 
cash store with profit to himself and 
the community, but he is the owner of 
good farming property, and is a pro­ 
gressive citizen with an eye single 
to the building up of the town. 
P. 
H. McDonald, the department 
store 
proprietor, has three teams busy all 
the time putting out his goods through 
the farming 
country, and strangers 
are Invariably surprised at the big vol­ 
ume of business that goes out of his 
store. 


Then there is Dr. J. Locher, a re­ 
cent comer, who has been made pres­ 
ident of the Chamber of Commerce. 
He has fitted up a beautiful little drug 
store, with cherry-colored booths and 
furniture. 
He has a marble fountain 
for his soda business that would be a 
credit to any city. 
Dr. Locher is a 
progressive, hustling citizen, 
owning 
a large amount of farming and fruit 
property in the vicinity, and he is 
taking an interest in the growth of the 
community. 


There are two more men who have 
had much to do with the success of 
this community. 
W. A. Horton and 
W. R. Johnson, who are partners in 
the real estate business, have brought 
many a new family into the new farm­ 
ing territory. 
Both have served very 
efficiently on the school board, and 
may look with some satisfaction on 
the fact that the community, with the 
past two years, has built under bond 
issue, a $16,000 reinforced 
concrete 
grammar school building, as modern 
in every way as can be found in the 
state. 
ThiB building was dedicated 
last spring, with many prominent odu- 
cators of the county present, and is 
a building whose handsome architec­ 
ture Invariably brings favorable com­ 
ment from the people passing through 
on the electric cars. 


THE MAN WITH THE IDEA. 
D. J. Shultis has been the indefati­ 
gable worker and leader in this com­ 
munity from the very 
first. 
Shultis 
is the "father of the town," as some 
call him, although a 
comparatively 
young man. The belief he has had 
in xthe future of this country around 
Baldwin Park has been something that 
he has dreamed of nights and talked 
of day times for ten years or more. 
He is beginning to see his dreams ful­ 
filled. 
He owns the largest building 
in the community, a big reinforced 
concrete 
auditorium 
building, 
which 
houses the big department otore and 
post office on the first floor, and which 
has the largest and finest hall on the 
second floor of any between Pomona 
and Pasadena. 
A part of the second 
floor is given up to offices for pro­ 
fessional men, and the most unique 
feature of the building is the roof- 
garden, which looks out above the en­ 
tire valley, where the people now hold 
their 
social 
entertainments. 
The 
young people come from all the sur­ 
rounding towns to enjoy the monthly 
dances. The young people are glad 
of the opportunity of enjoying the 
beautiful roof garden between dances, 
where a caterer serves ice cream and 
light 
luncheB. 
This roof 
garden is 
distinctly the unique feature of Bald­ 
win Park.

the result tliat the stories gather momentum as they travel, and it. 
occurs to no person, seemingly, to go to the proper source for the 
facts. 


This is what males the recall of public officials a damnable thing, j 


HO unjust as to have no rightful place in American government. The 
tattle of the street is accepted as evidence!, and any attempt to con­ 
trovert is met with lowering brows, and often with the remark that 
those who would get at the real facts are lined up with the predatory 
powers, are " i n the r i n g , " or some other equally fatuous and disgust­ 
ing piffle. 


The courts of law in the world have been purposely surrounded 
by careful procedure, very often to a tiresome degree, for the purpose 
of getting at real facts. So well is it known that a person's preju­ 
dice will make him see the righteous truth in a rank falsehood, the 
courts examine witnesses with the finesse that often seems unneces­ 
sary, but which is necessary, because human nature rarely has the 
fine attribute of telling the truth with crystal clearness. 


Demagogues are men and women who know that well-meaning 
people can be stirred to action by a twisting of the facts. 
They live 
and have their being through an adeptness in this work. They are the 
ones most to be feared by courts of justice, not when these dema­ 
gogues are in court, for they are easily put to rout by direct question­ 
ing, but only when they are exercising their American soap-box 
rights of oratory in the places where real evidence is not at hand. 


Jn a little city like Covina, especially, there is no necessity for 
recall elections, inasmuch as any sober, conservative request made by 
a sufficiently large number of the respectnble citizens and property- 
holders will be acceded to at once by the officials in c*harge of the 
welfare of the city. If the merchants, sober-minded citizens, and tax 
payers of this city wish the speed ordinance repealed; if they do not 
wish any arrests made for speeding; if they do not want any regula­ 
tion of traffic of any kind on the streets and boulevards, they can 
appear in sufficiently large number before the board of trustees, led 
by men of known integrity and civic pride, and the hoard of trustees 
will gladly give them what they ask. For, you must not lose sight of 
the fact that the memhers of the board of trustees are elected in'this 
city by the people, to serve without any remuneration whatsoever, 
and the demands of the solid citizens of integrity upon this board are 
listened to with respect and granted, because these men are merely 
Nerving as trustees of the welfare of the people. 


If you don't want a law to be enforced, don't vent your spite on 
the man who is employed to enforce it, but go to the men who cnactei 
the law, and ask that it be repealed. 
Tf you can get, the strength of 
good citizenship behind the movement you can get anything jyou 
want. 


If you bold the recall (dub over the heads of men occupying judi 
eial positions, you are going to get, only cringing, public opinion seek 
ing officials, and the enforcement of the law will disappear, thus go 
ing back to tin; days when every man was a law unto himself accord­ 
ing to his strength. 
AVe have progressed to a point in California 
history when; the six-shooter is only seen in motion picture shotys, 
but if you recall your judges for enforcing the law, the time will 
again arrive when every man will walk the streets with a swift hand 
ready to flash to his pistol pocket. 


Yankee Inventions. 


An air-compressor pump, driven by an engine burning crude oil, 
has been installed in the Covina valley, and it is lifting more water 
for less money than any other plant, in the valley, conditions con­ 
sidered. 


Thus do we see the steady march of inventions in favor of the 
rancher. 
Desert land has been reclaimed all over the Pacific coast 
since the perfection of the gas engine and the deep-well pump, but 
these are being improved upon, and like the automobile, pumping 
machinery is getting to cost, less and to do better work. 
The Yankee 
is prone to spend his time trying to invent, all sorts of things that will 
increase efticieuey and bring muscular labor to a minimum, and he 
is often looked upon as a fool dreamer. 
Hut this very penchant for 
tinkering with things has made America foremost in the progress of 
the world's work.
